Betty Russell opened the show with 
a history of Oquassa and announced 
the numbers.

• THE UNIVERSITY has announced the dates and courses offered 
for the 1950 Summer Session. 

Courses are being offered in the Junior College, Columbian 
College (the senior college), the Law. School, the School of 
Engineering, the School of Education, and the School of Govern- 
ment. 

The opening and closing dates 
for the summer term are as 
follows: . 

Eight Week Sessions: first ses- 
sion, June 6 to July 31; second ses- 
sion August 2 to September 22; fif- 
teen week term June 6 to Septem- 
ber 15. 

The Law School: first session, 

June 5 to August 1; second session, 

August 2 to September 26; sixteen 
week term, June 5 to September 26. 

Special sessions in Education: 
pre-session, June 12 to 30; six week 
session, July 3 to August 11; post 
session, August 14 to September, 1; 
special session, Elementary Educa- 
tion, June 5 to September 1. 

Applications should be filed by 
May 10 for the first session and tht 
fifteen-week term and by July 1 
for the second session. Registration 
of new students for the first session 
and the fifteen-week term will be 
Monday, June 5, between 9 a.m. and 
7 p.m. while pre-registration of stu- 
dents registered In the winter term 
will be held Monday, May 8. 

. The University’s Summer Session 
Is authorized by the Veterans Ad- 
ministration. By carrying a con- 
tinuous program throughout the 
fall, winter and summer terms* vet- 
erans may complete a four year col- 
lege course in three calender years 
with no interruption In subsistence. 


• SUBSISTENCE PAYMENTS for 
summer school will not be based 
on a sum or average of credit hours 
taken for both sessions, the Uni- 
versity’s Office of Veterans Educa- 
tion announced Saturday. ^ 

For purposes of subsistence al- 
lowances, each session will be con- 
sidered separately and a student’s 
subsistence will be paid for the ac- 
tual credit hours he takes in on* 
session, regardless of the numbef 
of credit hours taken in the other 
session. Where two sessions run 
concurrently, subsistence payments 
will be based on the total credit 
hours for that concurrent period. 

Six or more accelerated credit 
hours Is considered full time train- 
ing, 5 is %>, 3 and 4 are tt, and 2 
is %. No subsistence is paid for one 
credit hour. 

The Office of Veterans Education 
also reminds veterans that an un- 
dergraduate student may not apply 
“audit” courses toward subsistence 
allowances. Tuition, however, for 
an "audited” course will be paid by 
the Veterans Administration if the 
course is approved by the student*! 
dean and is on the special audit 
approved form, as a necessary and 
recommended part of the student’s 
curriculum. 

Other regulations concerning vet- 
erans will be Issued by the Veter- 
ans Education Office next . week.

Vanishing Veteranr

• THE VETERAN student is gradually disappearing jj 
I rom the American campus. At the University it is 
estimated that there will be fewer GI's next year than l( 
there have been since the war. 

A great deal of comment has been made since the * 
war's end about the adult men and women who crowd- < 
ed American colleges and universities to overflowing, i , 
They have been accused of dragging down scholastic ,\ 
standings, of sponging off the taxpayer, and of In- 
troducing an “evil worldliness'' to campuses. It has / 
been common, In the past few years, to hear the re- 
mark that it would be nice when things returned to 
“normal." 

Yet, records show thit the veteran students of this 
nation have made better grades, done more research, , 
and generally gleaned more from both lecture and I 
laboratory courses than their non-veteran classmates. 
Their so-called "sponging from the taxpayer” has 
given them an opportunity for vocational training and 
cultural education which most would otherwise have j 
not received, and which will, in the long run, be repaid 
by intelligent, constructive citizenship. Their “world- 
liness,” although startling to the more sedate in some 
of its aspects, has added to the college scene a mature i 
stability and an unequalled stimulus for knowledge 
and thought. 

Now “normalcy” appears to be returning, and non- 
veteran high school graduates are increasing in num- 
ber. It is not easy for these incoming students: to 
ask the same seriousness of purpose of students who 
have for the most part lived on an allowance from 
Daddy is a big order. 

Is it too much to qsk these high school graduates 
to strive for a mature attitude in college? We think 
not, for they will have benefited from the experiences 
of their older brothers and sisters without having lost 
the freshness of their secondary training. Moreover, 
they will have a zeal for activity possessed only by 
teen-agers. Yet, it will undoubtedly be difficult for 
them. They will have no small task in living up to 
the standards and accomplishments of their pred- 
ecessor — the now vanishing veteran.

CAMPAIGN FOR TRUTH 

In the light of Soviet philosophy, a professor of 
political philosophy at Colgate University appraises 
the Russian version of the airplane attack. 

"t>n what basis can a responsible observer who has 
no direct access to information form an opinion as to 
who is telling the truth," queries the professor in the 
Letters to The New York Times column. Foe, the 
individual, the question must be reduced to an inquiry 
as to whether “lying” constitutes an integral part of 
Western or of Soviet ethics. 

"Soviet Russia professes the philosophy of material- 
istic determinism. Emile Borel, the French philosopher, 
says, 'those who believe in a rigorously materialistic- 
determinism would be logical with themselves in 
having no aversion for lies, whose social value appears, 
incontestable, so long as they are momentarily useful.' 

"The Soviets therefore are perfectly logical anti, 
adhere consistenly to their philosophy if they have no 
aversion for lies. . 

"If the ethics are reduced to a merely social problem,, 
then we have to accept lying as an integral part 
of them, so long as lying serves a momentarily so- 
cially useful purpose. , 

“While hypocrisy is practiced In the West on a 
scale which does not enhance the health of Western 
ethics, the fact nevertheless remains that it does not 
sonstitute an elemental stone In the structure of 
Western ethics, whereas It does, on the other hand, 
form an integral part of Soviet ethics. 

"Therein lies the grave difficulty for an understand- 
ing between the Americans and the Russians.” \ 


Gone, Not Forgotten 


e THE ANNOUNCEMENT that the Independent Stu- 
dent Association is ready to seek an officially inactive 
status marks the end of another attempt at organi- 
zation by non-Greeks. 

A group of mature veterans and eager non-vets 
founded ISA in 1947 after some months of deliberation 
on the action that an independents’ organization should 
follow. Splits which arose in the discussion stage 
were never resolved, for, although constitutionally 
providing for educational, social, and political activity, 
the group neglected the first two in favor of the latter. 

With the nucleus of its charter members graduated, 
ISA never again reached the heights of its initial 
successes, but the three-year experiment showed the 
University two things: 

1. Independents need not be inactive. The platforms 
of ISA stood as logical needs for the campus. A 
revised Student Council constitution and new Student 
Life nominating machinery followed ISA hopes. 

2. Going inactive is no disgrace. ISA might be 
compared to the Populist Party in national politics. 
Too progressive for the country at large, its platform 
finally found acceptance In the major political groups. 
Having no more issues to belabor, it folded. But its 
accomplishments stand.

The Guggenheim F o u ji d a t i o n 
award will allow him to work un- 
interruptedly from August of this 
year until September of 1951 on a 
portion of the “History of London 
Dramatic Performances, 1660-1800," 
on which he has been engaged for 
the past 12 years. [. j 

The project is being carried out 
In collaboration with professors 
from Harvard, Washington State, 
and the University of Pennsylvania. 
The history, which' is to cover hs 
fully as possible almost a century 
and a half of London stage per- 
formances, Will be divided into 
eight volumes, each covering one 
particular period.

Players Close Season 
With Mirthful Show 


• THE UNIVERSITY Players ended their 1949-50 season Satur- 
day night on a wave of spontaneous laughter and enthusiastic 
applause for their final production, “The Warrior’s Husbahd.’’ 

If the Julian Thompson comedy had a theme which was dis- 
cernible to the audience, it undoubtedly lay in the good, hearty 
belly-laugh. The Players pointedly stated that their only desire 
was to give the audience “a little relaxation and an evening of 
good fun.” Which they did! 

The plot centered around the 
efforts of Hercules; his "press- 
agent" Homer, and a Greek army 
to capture the famed girdle of 
Hippolyta, chieftainesi of the 
Amazons, the legendary tribe where 
women ruled their men-folk with 
an iron hand. With entertaining 
and pertinent comment on social 
war, and love, 'The Warrior’s Hus- 
band" was a novel approach to the 
perennial battle of the sexes. 

Charles Vorbaqh, as Sapiens 
Pomposlanus, husband of the Am- 
azon queen, minced his way 
through the "ingenue" role with an 
eclat which was distinguished by 
his every gesture and nuance of 
speech. His expressive eyes ; and 
well-conceived, yet unstudied, move- 
ments reflected a professional 
timbre which was unparalled by 
any other member of the cast. 

The Love Interest \ 

Two other ^principals who creat- 
ed flesh and *blood characters were 
Davis Rogers and Lawrence Straw- 
bridge i — the love Interest. As 
Ahtiope, the Amazonian princess, 

Miss Rogers walked, ran, leaped, 
whirled, fought, And wrestled her 
way through the part with amazing 
alacrity. Sti'awbridge's actions, 
forceful voice, and polished tones 
added immeasurably to the illusion 
of reality which surrounded the 
highly improbable plot. 

Both Strawbridge : and Miss Rog- 
ers are to be complimented on the 
excellent manner In which they per- 
formed the difficult duel and wrest- 
ling scene in the second act. 

A fourth member of the cast 
who gave an intense, and well-re- 
celyed performance, was Mary Will 
Clements as Heroica. Her interpre- 
tation of a role which was small 
In the number of lines, gave It a 
stature all of Its own. 

Mortimer Snerd-llke 

Clyde Stallings, who was praised 
for his dancing in Noah, proved 
with his portrayal of Hercules that 
he can also act. The lumbering, 

Mortimer Snerd-like strong man 
was a favorite with the audience, 
and Stallings maintained the char- 
acterization on a level which would 
do credit to the best character 
actor among the Players. 

Marilyn Earls (Hippolyta), Eliza- 
beth Johnstone (Pomposia), and 
Mary Mangum (Caustica) handled 
their parts with aplomb. Marilyn, 
who had been out of school with 
a cold for several days just prior 
to dress rehearsal, gave no evidence 
that her Illness had affected her 
acting, which was cool and self- 
assured.
